The possibility of a downward move in commodity prices 


fextending for ten to twenty years i.y pointed out by John 
Moody, the financial statistician and economist in his Annual 
Review and Forecast, which has just been issued. "A funda- 
mental change in the general investment situation is taking 
place," says Mr. Moody, "the trend of interest rates through- 
out the world being downward.'' Sound investment securities 
should undergo a steady advance in prices during 1921, which 
may extend to 1!)22, as a result of the greatly increased pur- 
phasing power of investment incomes. 


The cause for the sudden reversal in general business 


conditions during 1920 is stated to have been that prices of com- 
modities advanced more rapdily than per capita incomes. The 
outlook for 1921 is .said to be constructive rather than de- 
structive, and a rather optimistic note is struck in the state- 
ment that, while seemingly a paradox, greater real prosperity 
might exist during a long period of declining costs than dur- 
ing a period of boom prosperity.

Highway Department of -Pennsylvania revoked or suspended 
the automobile licenses of 128 persons. 
This is many times the number of supensions in any pre- 


' ° "Automobilists are well aware, or should be well aware 
oi the provisions of the automobile laws," said Registrar Benja- 
min G Eynon. 
"There is no excuse for a violation of any 


provisions of these laws. 
We were far more strict in 1920 
than in any other year since automobiles came into use. It 
in our observation that ninety-five of every hundred automobile 
drivers and owners obey the state laws and observe the rules 
of the road. Before our highways will be safe it is necessary 
that the remaining five per cent, be compelled to observe the 
laws and the rights of others. During 1921 the provisions of 
the automobile laws will be strictly enforced. If there are 
more revocations of licenses during 1921 that will be the fault 
pf the persons who carelessly or intentionally break the laws. 


A LAME ARGUMENT 


The agents of the liquor interests who have gathered at 


Harrisburg in considerable numbers are opposing upon various 
grounds the repeal of the Brooks high license act and the sub- 
utitution of drastic prohibition reulations.

Btead act simply provides the means of enforcement.

amendment. And that would be practical anarchy.
